word means, according to the 
Greek, a change of mind. Only by 
changing their minds as to what 
was desirable in life, by leaving 
the ways of selfishness, self in- 
dulgence, licentiousness and 
crime, and humbly trying to do 
right, was it possible for these 
people to save themselves And 
only so is it possible for us to 
prosper in the sénse of being truly 
and deeply happy and contented.
